ARTIFICIAL LIMB MANUFACTURING INDUSTRY 

An application having been duly made pursuant to and in full 
compliance with the provisions of Title I of the National Industrial 
Recovery Act, approved June 16, 1933, for approval of an amendment 
to the Code of Fair Competition for the Artificial Limb Manufac­
turing Industry, as amended by the Order approving said Code, dated 
August 28, 1934, and hearings having been duly held thereon and 
the annexed report on said amendment, containing findings with 
respect thereto, having been made and directed to the President : 

NOW, THEREFORE, on behalf of the President of the United 
States, the National Industrial Recovery Board, pursuant to au­
thority vested in it by Executive Orders of the President, including 
Executive Order No. 6859, dated September 27, 1934, and otherwise, 
do hereby incorporate by reference said annexed report and do find 
that said amendment and the Code as constituted after being 
amended comply in all respects with the pertinent provisions and 
will promote the policy and purposes of said title of said act; and do 
hereby order that said amendment be and it is hereby approved, 
and that the previous approval of said Code is h-ereby modified to 
include an approval of said Code in its entirety as amended; pro­
vided, that Section 2 of Article VIII be and the same hereby is 
amended to read as follows : 

" 'Vhen any member of the Industry has filed any revisions, 
such members shall not file a higher price within forty-eight 
( 48) hours."

Art1ficial Limb :Manufacturing Industry submitted by the aid In­
du try, through it Code Authority. 

On February 5 1935 a public hearing was held in Washington 
D. C. E ery p r on who requested an appearance wa properly 
heard in accordance with tatutory and regulatory requirem nts. 
The Amendn1ent wa revi eel during the rece s and ubmitted in its 
pre ent form for approval. 

The Amendment modifies the Order of Approval of said Code by 
eliminating the changes made in the Code by the Order of Approval. 

The Deputy Administrator in his final report on said Amen lment 
to aid Code having found as herein set forth and also .in his nlemo­
randum which is incorporated herein by reference, and on the basis 
of all the proceeding in this matter : 

It i found that: 
(a) The Amendment to said Code and the Code as amended are 

well de igned to promote the policies and purposes of Title I of the 
National Indu trial Recovery Act including the removal of obstruc­
tions to the free flo'"' of interstate and foreign commerce which tend 
to limini h the amount thereof and will provide for the general wel­
fare by promoting the oraanization of industry for the purpose of 
cooperative action among trade groups, by inducing and maintaining 
united action of labor and management under adequate governmental 
sanction and Ul ervi ion by eliminating unfair competitive prac­
tice , by promoting the fullest utilization of the present produ tive 
capacity of the indu tries by avoiding undue restriction of produc­
tion (exc pta may be temporarily required) by increa ina the con­
sumption of indu trial and agricultural products through increasina 
purcha ing p wer, by reducing and relieving unemployment by im~ 
proving . tan lard of labor and by otherwise rehabilitatina indu try. 

(b) Th ode a amended complie in all re pect with the p rti-
nent provi ions of said Title of aid Act including with ut limitation 

ub ection (a) of ction 3 ub ection (a) of Se ion 7 and Sub ec­
tion (b) of Section 10 th r of. 

(c) Th Am n lm nt and th Cod a am nd d are not de io-ned 
to and will not p rmi manop lie or monopoli tic pra ti e . 

(d) The Am n ~m n an 1 the Cole a am nded are not de iQ11ed 
to and will not eliminate or oppre small enterpri e and will not 
operate to di riminate again t them.

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(e) Those engaged in other steps o£ the economic process have not 
been deprived of the right to be heard prior to approval of said 
Amendment.

"Apprentices may be employed at a wage not le s than 80% 
of the minimum herein set forth, for a period not to exceed 
six months; provided, however, that the number of uch ap­
prentices hall not at any time exceed 20% of the total number 
of employees in each establishment. In ca es where 20% is le s 
than one, each member of the Industry shall be allowed one 
apprentice."
